for those at odds with Rome and the 
name Lutheran wfas confined to such 
as adonted ithe Augsburg confession 
and Luther^ writings as distinctive 
of their faith. 
Strong in Twenty Countries 
At present 
the 
Lutheran 
church 
has strong representation in twenty 
count re s: 
In Norway, Sweden, Den­ 
mark, Finland and Latvia it is the 
state church. 
Of Germany’s popula­ 
tion 
about 
three-fifths 
(forty-five 
million) 
are credited to this denomi­ 
nation. 
They have usually adopted a 
“provincial” tyi>e of organization due 
to acceptance in 1555 of the principle 


that “the religion of the prince is the 
religion of tho province.” 
Germany, 
for example, had its Lutheran popu­ 
lation divided into some sixteen sec­ 
tions, each taking, the name from a 
province or “free city.” 
Up to the 
close of the Wjarld War there was 
little connection between the parts, 
although all studied the same cate­ 
chism 
in preparing applicants for 
membership. 
The conflicts between 1914 and 1918 
arrayed these “brethren in the faith” 
into threw groups: 
two war groups 
and the neutral Scandinavian coun­ 
tries. 
War Incited Fellowship' 
It was the frightful suffering dim­ 
ing and since the active hostilities 
that fostered the desire to gather into 
one conference at Eisenach. 
Relief 
work, 
initiated 
by 
th ev American 
Lutherans within six 
months after 
the armistice and soon taken up by 
Denmark, Sweden and Norway, ex­ 
cited the desire that Lutheran lead­ 
ers of every country might assemble 
to provide for cooperation and re­ 
construction. 
The great needs 
en­ 
gendered by sickness, famine, plague 
and poverty, were “of the body,” hut. 
as occurred when Jesus ministered to 
hunger and nakedness, the spiritual 
requirements soon made themselves 
felt and received attention. 
In the 
course of four years, tjicso spiritual 
objectives have come to occupy the 
first place, and the Eisenach meeting 
will 
discuss 
rh ’ofly 
the doctrines, 
confessions and practices 
that dis- 
tinguTh Lutheranism as an evangel­ 
ical faith. 
Prominent Men 
The 
most 
prominent 
men 
from 
ehch “area” of tho church are meet­ 
ing at Eisenach. 
They are bishops, 
superintendents, 
heads 
of 
institu­ 
tions, presidents of mission societies, 
distinguished professors of schools of 
theology and universities,, and 
lay­ 
men who are high up in the adminis­ 
tration of the affairs of the church. 
Many of the men have been in the 
heart of the welfare that has so re­ 
cently closed. 
Dr. Irbe. of Latvia; 
Dr. Meyer, of Russia; Dr. Burse he, 
of Poland, know’ personally what the 
Bolshevik persecutions did 
in 
their 
respective countries. 
Dr. 
Paul, 
of 
Ix- pzig, whose life interest centered 
in the large foreign mission fields of 
the German societies, saw rapidly 
growing Christianization projects in 
Africa, New' Guinea, India and China 
suddenly and 
violently 
interrupted 
w’hen the fortunes of war transferred 
the remote colonies of the German 
empire 
to other 
nations. 
Bishop 
Ihmels, of Saxony, faced the arduous 
labor of reorganizing the church of 
his countrv after the present German 
republic was established ami the for­ 
mer superintendence by the stat 3 and 
support of the church bv taxation 
were altered to suit the new condi­ 
tions. Norwegian and Danish leaders 
saw the utter poverty of parishes, 
schools, deaconess homes hospitals 
and homes for orphans and old peo­ 
ple, and gave them aid. 
Dr. Nathan 
Scederhlom, archbishop of Sweden, 
encouraged the Swedish churches to 
receive helpless starved children from 
Austria and 
other countries 
while 
he formed contacts with Anglican and 
Continental churchmen in the inter­ 
ests of evangelical unity. 
Americans Shipped Relief 
But 
America's 
contribution 
to 
charity is distinguished *bv the great 
amounts of money and clothing ship­ 
ped across the Atlantic into many 
countries. 
At one time in 1921, or­ 
ganizations developed by the Ameri­ 
can National Lutheran counc'l were 
at work in no less than twenty-two 
countries of Europe. 
At the head of 
this work wan Dr. John A. Moreh *ad, 
now’ executive director of the Nation­ 
al Lutheran council. 
Side 
by side 
with him, hut working largely in th :s 
country, was the late IM Lauritz 
liaison, whose untimely death last 
winter at the age of 41 was consid­ 
ered martyrdom. 
Dr. John A. Morehead is the best 
known and probably the best loved 
Lutheran alive. 
He has met groups 
of fellow-believcrs in every country 
in Europe, actually 
following 
the 
refugees of south Russia to Constan­ 
tinople 
when 
the 
collapse of the 
Wrangell 
effort 
to 
overthrow’ 
th? 
Lcnine-Trotzky government of Rus­ 
sia occurred. 
He was for a score of 
years the president of Roanoke col­ 
lege, Va. Then h? was sent to F’ranee 
to arrange* for the ministry to Ameri­ 
can soldiers then on the battlefields. 
He was the first “evangelical” to go 
among those formerly hostile to th? 
American army, and he has been “go­ 
ing about” ever since administering 
aid and enabling religious reorgani­ 
zation to occur. 
Outstanding Addresses 
On? of the outstanding addresses 
that will be heard by the convention 
has been prepared by Dr. Frederick 
H. Knubel, picsident of the United 
Lutheran Church in 
America. 
Dr. 
Knubel was assigned the subject of 
church unity—the prayer of Jesus— 
“that they may all be one” heading 
his theme. 
He has produced an ad­ 
dress that is likely to excite atten­ 
tion far beyond his own denomination.

F]pistle to the Ephesians, and has given 
practically a new application of that 
portion of tho New Testament. 
President H. G. Stub, of the Nor­ 
wegian synod, will deliver the open­ 
ing sermon. 
Prof. Sebelius, of Ati- 
gustana seminary, Rock Island, 111., 
Will also sneak. 
Prof. C. M. Jacobs,

can get, choose a vocation that you 
are fitted for. 
But, lf it so happens that you have 
Ch©sen wrong, don't be afraid to de­ 
scend that particular mountain and 
start up another that has a clear trail 
to the top. 
It will be hard work—much harder 
than starting right in the first place. 
But it must be done. 
And do not count the effort that ap­ 
pears to have been thrown away as 
wasted. 
The work that you put into 
the first vocation, while it may not 
directly contribute to later success, will 
have sharpened your 
faculties and 
trained your mind. 
And because you have done it, and 
because it has taught you how to 
work, the tusks that must be done to 
bring you to success will be far easier 
ould have been if you had 
at all.
